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Feeding Dairy Cattle 


By PROF. E. 


Composition and Selection of Concentrates 


HE question of feeding dairy cattle is largely a ques- 
gi tion of growing roughage suitable for the cows on 

the farm; in some cases the growing of a little grain, 
and lastly and most important of all, the selection of the 
proper purchased feeds to supplement the ones grown at 
home. A feed is grown or purchased for the total diges- 
tible material in it. The water and the indigestible mat- 
ter are of no particular use: to the animal and are like 
the “filler” in a fertilizer. Therefore the study of the 
selection of feeds either to grow or to purchase must be 
based on the cost of the digestible material and the needs 
of the cow for certain particular things in her ration. The 
things needed in a ration are digestible protein, digestible 
carbohydrates and_ digestible fat. 
These are familiar terms to all read- 
ers and need no particular discussion 
here. When a feed is purchased or 
grown it is for the digestible protein, 
the digestible carbohydrates and the 
digestible fat in it. The feeds to be 
chosen are those in which we: can 
get the most of these things for one 
dollar. 

The ordinary coarse feeds grown 
on farms are mixed hay, corn silage 
and cornstalks or fodder. The grains 
‘ordinarily*grown are corn, oats, barley 
and buckwheat. We must purchase 
feeds to properly supplement these 
feeds we grow at home and study the 
growing of those that will give us 
‘the most at the least cost. For pur- 
poses of convenience it is customary 
to add together the digestible pro- 
tein, digestible carbohydrates and di- 
gestible fat multiplied by 2%4 and call 
the result the total digestible nutri- 
ents. This is usually computed’ on the 
ton basis. For example: there are in 
100 pounds of gluten feed 21.6 pounds 
of digestible. protein, 51.9 pounds di- 
gestible carbohydrates and 3.2 pounds of digestible fat. 
3.2 24%4=7.2+51.9+21.6=80.7 pounds of total digestible 
nutrients in 100 pounds of gluten feed. The fat in any 
feed is worth 24% times as much as the carbohydrates and 
protein, therefore the fat is multiplied by 2% before add- 
ing. 80.7 201614 pounds of total digestible nutrients in 
one ton (2000 pounds) of gluten feed. Therefore when we 
buy a ton of gluten feed for $33.50, as quoted below, we 
pay the $33.50 for the 1614 pounds: of digestible material 
in the ton. One pound of total digestible material in gluten 


feed would cost them 2.08 cents. In this way the cost of 
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digestible material in all feeds may be calculated and the 
results used as a basis in the selection of the crops that 
shall be grown for roughage and in the selection of the 
supplements that must be purchased. Such a table is 
worked out below as the basis for the selection of the 
proper feeds to purchase at the present time to go into 
a ration. 

In all rations for dairy cattle there must be sufficient 
protein. In the ordinary roughages grown on the farm and 
in the grains grown on the farm there has been a lack 
of protein so the second thing to be considered in the 
purchase of feeds is the amount of protein in each. To 
make this a matter of easy consideration the feeds listed 
below are divided into high protein, medium protein and 
low protein groups. How to make use 
of this grouping will be explained 
later. 

As for roughages all that need to 
be said is that on the basis of the 
cost of digestible nutrients alone the 
roughage that all dairymen must 
grow is corn silage. In no other crop 
can so much be obtained for one dol- 
lar as in corn silage. Next in im- 
portance is the growing of legume 
hays. The possession of a sufficient 
quantity of good corn silage and of 
good clover or alfalfa hay gives us 
the finest kind of a start in the selec- 
tion of the feeds that shall make up 
9 ration. No farmer can afford to 
be without these roughages. 

Now to make this lesson definite 
we will proceed to the selection of the 
concentrates which we would choose 
to make a mixture to supplement good 
clover hay and corn silage in a ration. 
Below as a starting point is given a 
table of the feeds commonly listed by 
feed dealers, arranged according to 
high, medium and low protein content.

The figures in the ‘last column are given in cents and 
are obtained by dividing the cost per ton by the total di- 
gestible nutrients in one ton of each feed. It is this 
column and the amount of protein in each feed which 
guide us in the proper selection of the feeds. This is the 
proper starting place. This knowledge must be supple- 
mented by a thorough knowledge of the peculiar useful- 
ness of each feed in milk production. 

To insure the proper amount of protein in the ration, 
about onehalf of the feed should be chosen from among 
those containing a high amount of protein. The follow- 
ing mixture is suggested taking all of these things into ac- 
count:

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It is seen that 1000 pounds of this mixture is made up 
of distillers grains, gluten feed and oil meal. The oil meal 
was not chosen as yielding total nutrients very cheap but 
because the writer wishes particularly at this time of year 
to have a little oil meal in his ration. All the others in the 
suggested mixtures will be found to yield total digestible 
nutrients the cheapest. 

The author has found this method of great assistance 
in studying the relative values of feeds and in forming a 
basis for the choice of feeds. The prices quoted are those 
of a wholesale dealer on the basis of a Rochester freight 
rate. 

The above mixture is advised with practically any 
roughage. It would go particularly well with clover hay 
and corn silage. If no silage is available it will be no- 
ticed in the table that dried beet pulp and malt sprouts 
are relatively cheap feeds. They made excellent succu- 
lent feeds if soaked eight or ten hours before feeding. Not 
as much other grain would be needed with these soaked 
grains.

The 1916 National Dairy Show 


By W. E. SKINNER, General Manager 


AVING just returned from a visit to Springfield, 
Massachusetts, I desire to inform our Dairy friends 
about the Show Buildings that are being erected 
for the National Dairy Show at that place, and the en- 
thusiasm concerning the coming of the National Dairy 
Show that we met with all through the Eastern States. 
The Amphitheatre will, when completed, be practically 
equal in size to the Amphitheatre at Chicago in which our 
Show has been held for the past three years. The ring 
space will be 100x200 feét, and a seating capacity for 5400 
people will surround it, with a promenade of 12 feet be- 
tween ring and seats. There will be a walkway under the 
seats clear around the building, and from an eight foot 
headway to the outer walls, the space will be utilized for 
committee rooms, convention halls and educational exhi- 
bits. One corner of the building will contain a room in 
which the cattle demonstration of the Dairy Division of 
the Department of Agriculture at Washington will be 
housed, with seats for 200 people directly back of it, and 


a milk and cream house exhibit; a room of equal size for 


domestic science demonstration will be in a second cor- 
ner, and the third and fourth corners will be converted in- 
to rooms for housing exhibits of the work being done by 
the Dairy Divisions of the Agricultural Colleges. Along 
the sides there will be six committee rooms of good pro- 
portions.

The entrance to the building will be approached from 
the Court of. Honor, which will be brilliantly illuminated 
at night. The main entrance is to be in the side of the 
building. At one end, connected with the Amphitheatre 
by a pergola, will be the Machinery Hall which will con- 
tain 58,000 square feet of floor space, with little obstruc- 
tion to view, as the rooi will be carried by heavy girders 
the same as in the Amphitheatre, where the roof will be 
carried from wall to wall, by heavy steel trusses, with- 
out any obstruction to the view. At the other end of the 
building, under cover, will be the entrance to the cattle 
barns which are being constructed to hold 1,000 head of 
cattle. They will be the best live stock show barns on the 
Continent, from a sanitary and show point of view. The 
passageways will be so constructed as to enable one to see 
the cattle from front and rear. 

The feed will be furnished direct to the cattle exhibi- 
tors, and trackage into the grounds for unloading the 
cattle and feed will be provided, as also into the Machin- 
ery Hall, for the unloading of machinery direct from the 
cars. 

The architect and landscape artist having had the bene- 
fit. of seeing all of the principal show buildings and fair 
grounds in the United States and Canada before design- 
ing this one, are incorporating many features of advantage 
for show work. 

There are 600,000 people within a radius of twenty miles 
of Springfield, and there is trolley as well as steam con- 
nection from every important section of New England, 
right to points close to the grounds. 

The railroads and the men of affairs who are doing 
things:in the Eastern country are enthusiastic over the 
coming of the National Dairy Show, so that it is reason- 
able to expect a great Show at Springfield, October 12th 
to 21st, next—one that will go down in history as having 
accomplished a wonderful purpose for an industry in an 
important section of the country. 

The Eastern people are in earnest regarding the re- 
sumption of agriculture,’ through the instrumentality of 
dairying, and the people of the West should respond to 
their call for help, to the end that complete encourage- 
ment may be given them in the work they have under- 
taken. 

There are ample hotel accommodations in Springfield; 
they assure us 7,000 rooms in hotels and 3000 rooms in the 
homes of the people. Exhibitors and visitors from the 
West should make early reservations to give the Hotel 
Committee every chance to carry out the plans they have 
laid out to house the people. There are three important 
clubs in the city who have tendered their banquet rooms 
for banquets desired during the period of the Show; this 
will relieve the hotels of extra service, and give them 
more rooms to be converted into bed rooms.

The Wellsland Stock Farm

HAD always. conceived the idea that to live in the

dispersed and at about this time he learned of a daugh- 
ter of Pontiac Korndyke from a 20-lb. 3-year-old daughter 
of Pontiac Korndyke for sale. Upon making a further 
investigation he learned this same man owned also the 
dam of one of his daughters of Pontiac Korndyke that 
was doing exceedingly well and he purchased them at a 
very long price. 

I then suggested that he show me the foundation 
cows and then trace the achievements of their progeny 
and themselves down to the present time.

indications of large mammary development as well as a 
perfect conformation and a nice straight back line, with 
a pretty feminine head and a. long, fine clean cut neck. 
Her young son is likewise a very straight animal being ex- 
ceedingly large for his age and a real animal both in 
breeding and individuality.

Several 
years ago, before many of this bull’s daughters were tested 
the herd was sold and was distributed to all parts of the 
country. These cows found in their new homes many 
different conditions to contend with, but always stood the 
test, thus proving their great constitutional vigor and 
dairy ability. : es 
His breeding is of the best; his pedigree containing 
many of the greatest transmitting animals of the breed. 
His sire De Kol 2d Butter 
Boy 3d is the greatest bull 
of the breed in combined A. 
R. O. daughters, A. R. O. 
sons and A. R. O. daughters 
with tested daughters, the 
total being 285. His nearest 
rival being Hengerveld, De 
Kol with 259, he being sired 
by a brother to De Kol 2d 
Butter Boy 3d. He also is 
first in number of A. R. O.

Thus it can be seen that his pedigree contains many of 
the old time champions. 

De Kol Clothilde Artis has 40 A. R. O. daughters which 
average 21 lbs. of butter in 7 days, this being the highest 
average of any of the 91 sons with an equal number of 
daughters of De Kol 2d Butter Boy 3d. His closest rival 
Sir Korndyke Manor De Kol has 47 daughters which aver- 
age over 20 lbs. butter in 7 days. De Kol Clothilde Artis 
has 17.6 per cent of his daughters above 25 lbs. and 50.9 
per cent above 20 lbs. While his highest record daugh- 
ter has only 31 Ibs. his lowest record daughter, a 2-yr-old, 
made 12.52 lbs. butter in 7 days. Thus it can be seen that 
all of his daughters have records way above the A. R. O. 
requirements. Of this list 22 are under full age showing 
a fine list of heifers. A good deal has been said about the 
number of 30-lb. daughters that a sire has, but very little 
has been said about their daughters below 12 lbs. Fol- 
lowing is a list of sons of the prominent sires with the 
percentage of daughters above 12 lbs.

Niagara Penin- 
sula Holstein 
Friesian Breed- 
ers Associa- 
tion.” The next 
order of  busi- 
ness was the ap- 
pointment of 
nominating 
committee by 
chair, which 
committee pre- 
sented a list of 
candidates from 
which the following officers were 
chosen: 

President, J. C. Brown, Stamford, 
Ont.; Vice-President, B. C. Hagar, 
Port Robinson, Ont.; Sec.-Treas., M. 
L. Houck, Black Creek, Ont.; Board 
of Directors, C. V. Robins, River 
Bend, J. O. Miller, St. Catherines, 
Dr, J. Robinson, Queenstown, W. H. 
Detenbech, Black Creek, C. H. Clans, 
Jr., St. Catherines. 

The Board of Directors is to meet 
as soon as possible to draft the con- 
stitution etc. of the Association. About 
thirty-three of the most prominent 
breeders of the Niagara Peninsula 
were present at the meeting. The out- 
look for a prosperous organization 
certainly is an encouraging: one as 
the attendance and spirit of the 
meeting was most satisfactory. Other 
breeders in Canada will welcome the 
forming of this new association of 
breeders of our favorites and with 
such well known men at the head of 
affairs, everything points to the boom-

Mettie Bros. Dispersion Sale was 
held on February 29th at the farm 
east of Burgessville, when 53 head 
were disposed of.- It was well attend- 
ed by a large crowd of buyers who 
came from far and near. 

They have become famous as breed- 
ers of Holsteins, starting in about 
twenty-two years ago, and being the 
first in Canada to do any official test- 
ing. In fact the first official test con- 
ducted by them was under the Ameri- 
can Association rules before the Can- 
adian Association went in for the 
R. O. M. test. Not only in testing but 
in the show rings they have made 
a name for themselves, by carrying 
off many prizes at Toronto, London 
and Ottawa. Again at Guelph they 
have always been in the money at the 
annual dairy test, having secured 
champion honors five times. 

They also developed Alta Posch 
(27.02 lbs. butter) as a senior two 
year old who held the championship 
record in Canada and United States 
for ten years and Mercena 3d held 
the thirty day record in Canada for 
four years. At the head of their 
herd was always to be found a good 
one,’ first Abbekerk Prince 2d, the 
sire of Alta Posch, then Schuling 
Counsel imported from the States. Sir 
Abbekerk Posch .whose dam, Aaltje 
Posch 4th made a record of: 8% Ibs. 
butter in two days public test, which 
has never been equalled, was at one 
time head of this herd and -others 
were Count Mercena Posch with 25 
officially tested daughters, Royal- 
ton Korndyke King and Prince Col- 
anthus Abbekerk. The high water 
mark was reached by the mature cow, 
Korndyke Abbekerk Pauline, (10618), 
sired by Prince Abbekerk Pauline 
(2755) (the sire of Madam Posch Paul- 
ine).

Perhaps your readers may be inter- 
ested in a brief account of progress in 
New Jersey. F 

Mr. Gardner’s report covering Janu- 
ary 16 to January 27 is just published. 
The second cow in the list of full aged 
cows is Meadow Brook Prilly Daisy, 
with 559.7 pounds of milk and 31.083 
pounds of butter. The record taken 
by itself is a good one, but it is very 
significant when it is regarded as a 
second record above thirty pounds, 
made by a five-year-old. In her prev- 
ious lactation period, Meadow Brook 
Prilly Daisy produced 560 lbs. of milk, 
and 30.1215 pounds of butter. In pro- 
portion to the entire number of cows 
not so many have made thirty pounds 
even once, and very few have passed 
thirty pounds twice. 

So far as I have noticed Meadow 
Brook Prilly Daisy is the first cow to 
made a second thirty-pound record as 
a five-year-old, a performance worthy 
of notice. Besides the two records 
above thirty pounds, Meadow Brook 
Prilly Daisy has another record that I 
am proud of: 307.7 lbs. of milk and 
13.407 Ibs. of butter made 270 days 
after calving at 2 years and 3 months 
of age. 

This wonderful cow, with her twen- 
ty-pound two-year-old daughter, her 
five-months-old bull calf, her one-year- 
old granddaughter and her sire, Sir 
Prilly Walker, will be sold in the dis- 
persal sale at Blairstown, N. J., on 
May 9-10. I am hoping that some 
company may be formed to buy this 
great bull and find him an adequate 
chance in some geod herds. As an in-

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We present this week a few of the 
many letters received by the World 
upon the subject of compulsory pas- 
teurization of the by-products of milk 
and cheese factories in which subject 
breeders and dairymen throughout the 
State are at present taking more than 
a passing interest. It is a remarkable 
coincidence, that of the some sixty 
odd letters received upon this subject 
by the editor of the World, but two 
have been found that brought out any 
objection of the proposed law. The 
remainder were unqualifiedly for it. 

Ot the two, one is negligible entire- 
ly, but the other coming from the 
president of the State Dairymen’s As- 
sociation, is worthy and deserving of 
material . consideration. We_ have 
taken the liberty of answering it in 
our editorial columns and we ask our 
readers to read both the letter and 
our reply very carefully in the inter- 
ests of exact justice to Mr. Dana as 
well as to the World. 

The letters we publish this week are 
from H. C. Wood, Secretary of the 
Madison-Chenango Breeders’ Club; W. 
G. Markham, ot Avon, a prominent 
Guernsey and Holstein breeder; E. A. 
Powell, of Syracuse, president of the 
New York State Holstein-Friesian

MR. WOOD'S EXPERIENCE 


Editor World, Sir: 

I am glad indeed to notice the posi- 
tion which the World has taken with 
reference to the pending legislation 
in this state, requiring the pasteuriza- 
tion of the by-products of cheese and 
milk factories. I am thoroughly con- 
vinced that had such legislation been 
enacted by our State Legislature ten 
years ago, the results in connection 
with the efforts of the State Depart- 
ment of Agriculture would have been 
far-reaching and that the elimination 
of bovine tuberculosis from the herds 
of New York State would have been 
entirely accomplished. 

I also believe that no breeder should 
feed whole milk to calves until -pas- 
teurized unless from a_ tuberculin 
tested cow. Breeders that have fed 
separator milk or whey from facto- 
ries where these products have not 
been pasteurized are now in many 
instances reaping their reward. 

It is now about seven years since 
we began the use of the tuberculin 
test at Woodmont Farms. We had 
for several years previous fed more or 
less unpasteurized separator milk and 
our first test was indeed a surprise 
and revelation to us. We immediately 
installed a pasteurizing machine and 
with the aid of the tuberculin test 
which we administered twice each 
year for two or three years, we imme- 
diately placed our herd on an entirely 
healthy basis and have never. had 
cause to regret our action although 
the expense or rather first cost of 
installing the pasteurizer was consid- 
erable. For the past two or three 


- years we have not pasteurized our 


milk as we have felt that we had en- 
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tirely eliminated our trouble and with 
an annual application of the tuber- 
culin test, felt that we were entirely 
safe in feeding the whole milk from 
our own herd, but no unpasteurized 
milk or whey from creamery or sta- 
tion will ever be fed at Woodmont 
Farms. 

We wish that every dairy paper and 
every Breeders’ Club would assist you 
and the New York State Holstein- 
Friesian Breeders Club in their fight 
for this legislation.

A WORD FROM MR. POWELL 


The pasteurization of skim milk and 
whey by milk factories is a very im- 
portant one. Legislation on this sub- 
ject should be had at once. It is one 
of the most important topics which has 
been presented for the consideration 
of our legislators. 

It is of especial interest to all breed- 
ers of live stock, and citizens who are 
interested in the production of healthy 
animals, especially dairy cattle. I 
think there is no question in the minds 
of any thoughtful citizen that the dis- 
tribution of unpasteurized skim milk 
and whey by butter and cheese fac- 
tories is doing more to develop tuber- 
culosis among cattle and swine than 
any other known cause. 

Evidences of the serious conse- 
quences of feeding these products 
without proper treatment to destroy 
the dangerous germs which they con- 
tain, can be furnished without num- 
ber. I have yet to find a single in- 
dividual, who has given the subject 
attention, who does not believe that 
this subject should be controlled by 
legislation. 

Every party who owns live stock, 
or who is interested in the develop- 
ment of sound animals, should take an 
active interest in securing the neces- 
sary legislation. The only possible 
objection is the very small expense 


which would be incurred by pasteuri- . 


zation, and this is such a trifle it is 
not worthy of consideration. To make 
large appropriations to fight bovine 
tuberculosis, and still continue to 
spread broadcast the germs which pro- 
duce the disease, seems a short sight- 
ed policy, and one that should not be 
upheld by any member of the legisla- 
ture who feels any interest in the wel- 
fare of his community, the live stock 
interests of his state, or the public 
generally. It is as equally unwise and 
unjustifiable as it would be for a par- 
ent to employ a physician to doctor 
his child for typhoid fever, and yet 
insist that his family shall continue 






to use the water from the source which 
has caused the trouble, without even 
boiling it to avoid the danger. 


I am glad your paper is taking this 
matter up, and would be glad to see 
any article that may have appeared 
during my absence. Hoping the neces- 
sary legislation can be secured this

MR. DANA’S STATEMENT 


There can be no question as to the 
desirability of the pasteurization of 
skimmed milk and whey from factor- 
ies before feeding them to live stock. 
The evidence showing that the infec- 
tious diseases can be spread by feed- 
ing the unpasteurized to farm animals 
is clear and convincing. There is 
room, however, for an honest differ- 
ence of opinion as to the wisdom of 
passing a law at this time, making it 
mandatory for cheese factories, cream- 
eries and skimming stations to do this. 
Unfortunately,the enactment of a law 
does not necessarily mean that its pro- 
visions will be observed. Only rigid 
inspection and the exercise of the 
police powers of the state or strong 
public opinion will secure the observ- 
ance of any law. The fact that many 
cheese factories, creameries and skim- 
ming stations are already pasteurizing 
their by-products before returning 
them to their patrons is evidence 
that whenever their patrons desire and 
are willing to pay for it, they can have 
the whey and skimmed milk pasteur- 
ized. Whenever there is an arrange- 
ment of this kind made and public 
opinion demand pasteurization, it will 
also require that the pasteurization is 
sufficiently thorough to protect the 
animals of the patrons from infection. 

If a mandatory law is passed before 
both the factories and patrons are 
sufficiently alive to the necessity of 
adequate pasteurization, there will be 
a strong tendency for only a nominal 
compliance with the law at the best. 
A strict enforcement of it in the ap- 
proximately 1300 factories of the State 
by the Department of Agriculture with 
its present limited force already over- 
burdened, is impossible. In this, as in 
the case of all regulatory laws, their 
inadequate enforcement will work a 














great hardship on the honest persons 
affected by it. 

After careful consideration of the 
New York State Dairymen’s Associa- 
tion, in its Rochester meeting, passed 
a resolution in which it stated its posi- 
tion on this question substantially as 
follows: 

First. It recognizes the desir- 
ability of the pasteurization of 
skimmed milk and whey. 

Second. It strongly urged a 
campaign of education to the end 
that patrons of factories should 
demand pasteurization of their by- 
products. 

It did not approve of the passage 
of a mandatory law at this time. 
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I am informed that the New York 
State Grange at the Jamestown ses- 
sion, in a resolution adopted unani- 
mously, took a similar position. The 
temper of the editorial “Pasteurization 
a Necessity,” appearing in the World 
of February 12th, is to say the least, 
unfortunate. This editorial by Innu- 
endo impugns the motives of Mr. 
Vary and Mr. Giles of the State Grange 
in their objection to the passage of a 
mandatory law at this time. This is 
very unfair to these gentlemen, as they 
are only carrying out the wishes of the 
State Grange, as expressed by a reso- 
lution formally adopted by it.

A Woman’s Success 


It is interesting from the standpoint 
of Holgtein breeders, to read of some 


of the successes of those who have 


started with nothing and have proven 
the wonderful value of the dairy busi- 
ness built upon the basis of good 
judgment in buying and successful 
management. Some of the instances 
of this sort read almost like romances, 
and we have in mind at this time an 
instance of this sort. 

In El Paso, Texas, there is a most 
successful dairy farm and it is run by 
a@ woman, and the fact that she has 
made a success, particularly when the 
odds against which she struggled, are 
taken into consideration, it shows the 
possibilities for those who will make 
the best of what they have and work 
along the right lines for its develop- 
ment. 

About ten years ago—in 1906—Mr. 
and Mrs. M. S. Price went to Texas. 
Mr. Price went in ill health and most 
of the money was spent in paying doc- 
tor’s bills and traveling expenses, etc., 
and about two years after reaching 
there, he died leaving Mrs. Price to 
face the world and establish herself in 
some business which would enable her 
to care for herself and six little chil- 
dren, the oldest of which was twelve 
years. Something led her into the 
dairy business and she made her start 
with two common cows, a little hand 
express wagon and a few bottles. The 
entire business was carried on by her- 
self and the children—the children de- 
livering the milk before and after 
school hours. They tried this for two 
months and the experiment seemed 
to tell them that they could make a 
success of the dairy business. 


They purchased ten more j;grade 
cows together with a pony and wagon, 
doing this mostly on credit. They 
milked the cows themselves and the 
little boys continued to deliver the 
milk, at the same time attending to 
their school work. They bought more 
cows as they could pay for them, not 
extending their credit from this time 
on and they have continued to buy in 
the same way ever since. 

After the first year Mrs. Price be- 
gan to gain confidence in herself and 
felt that she could now tell a good 
cow from a poor one, and she determ- 
ined to put into her herd nothing but 
good milkers and just as good grades 
as she could buy. 

In the herd they only used good 
bulls, for the use of which they paid 
service fees. Finally about six years 





ago, Mrs. Price purchased a registered 
heifer and raised her calf for a herd 


bull. About three years ago _ she 
bought the bull, Changeling Tidy 
Abbekerk, from Stevens’ Brothers 


Company and she has been building 
up her herd in this way. 

She now has a herd that they are 
very proud of in that locality. They 
have eighty-one cows and fifty-six heif- 
ers besides a number of veal calves, 
and they can point to the herd with 
pride knowing that it is entirely paid 
for. 

This last fall Mrs. Price purchased 
another fine bull from Stevens Broth- 
ers Company—a son of King of the 
Pontiacs, this bull being King Pontiac 
Joe Hengerveld. He is a good son of 
his famous sire, and his dam is a good 
daughter of Hengerveld DeKol, from 
Josie Von Harlingen’s DeKol with 
23.43 lbs. butter to her credit. This 
breeding gives him a double cross of 
Hengerveld DeKol, and Mrs. Price 
feels that in him she has a wonderful 
sire. 

In the carrying on of this business, 
Mrs. Price has the hearty support of 
her children. All the time that they 
have been working with her in the 
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dairy business, they have continued 
their studies and next June the oldest 
son will graduate from the University 
of California where he is taking a four 
years’ agricultural course. They have 
always kept their cows corraled, and 
bought all their feed, but on his grad- 
uation next June, they are planning to 
buy a farm to which they will move 
their herd. The city has now grown 
out to their dairy which necessitates 
this move. 

A year from next June, the second 
son will also graduate from the same 
school, he having taken the same 
course as his older brother, and they 
expect to follow up the business that 
they have worked so faithfully to de- 
velop with their mother, through all 
their last years of grammar and high 
school. 

The third son died about three years 
ago but the fourth son graduated from 
high school in January, and he too ex- 
pects to enter the university in the 
fall, following his brothers’ footsteps. 

Their motto has been to buy the best 
possible stock with the means at hand, 
and go even a little farther in order to 
get what they felt was the stock that 
they wanted. The utmost care has 
been used in the development of their 
dairy products and the milk and other 
products are handled in the best pos- 
sible manner. The business has been 
built up on the policy of courteous 
treatment to all customers—to use 
Mrs. Price’s words, “Whether they de- 
serve it or not.” 

The milk is weighed and a yearly 
record is kept. The grain is weighed 
and fed according to milk produced, 
and the cows are groomed before each 
milking. 

We believe that you will agree with 
us that Mrs. Price fully deserves the 
success she is making and we feel sure 
that breeders everywhere will be in- 
terested to read of this plucky fight 
by a plucky woman, particularly as 
she has made her success such a fine 
testimonial for the possibilities which 
lie in the development of a Holstein 
dairy. . 


A World’s Record For Vermont 


A Remarkable Demonstration by Dr. Whitney’s Fluella Mechthilde 
‘at the Age of Twelve Ycars 


One of the most remarkable records 
ever made in the history of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian breed is that just com- 
pleted by Dr. J. G. Whitney’s Fluella 
Mechthilde, who at twelve years of 
age has established a new world’s rec- 
ord in producing 35.316 lbs. butter in 
seven days. The previous record in 
this class is held by Clayton Sisson’s 
DeKol Queen La Polka 2d, who at the 
age of 10% years made 32.58. This 
record was established in March, 1914, 
and has stood since that time. The 
new record, however, not only beats 
the 10%4-year class, but the 9-year-old 
and possibly, although we are not able 
to state positively, regarding this, the 
eight-year-old record as well. 

Dr. Whitney’s remarkable cow was 
bred by R. H. Marshall, of Burke, Ver- 
mont. Her sire was Count Paul Har- 
tog and her dam was Buda Mechthilde. 
Mr. Marshall sold her to C. W. Bean, 
of West Grover, of whom Dr. Whitney 
purchased her last fall. She was 
twelve years of age February 13th and 
dropped a bull calf about a month 


previous to this time. Dr. Whitney 
held her over until she passed the 
tweive year mark before beginning the 
test. 

The new champion in this class was 
under the care of officials of the State 
Experiment Station throughout. the 
making of this record. A balanced ra- 
tion designated by the State Agricult- 
ural College consisting of about 38 lbs. 
of grain, 26 lbs. of beet pulp, 10 Ibs. of 
alfalfa and 6 lks. of red clover was 
fed. The milk production was 581.7 
Ibs. and the 35.316 of butter was an 
increase of nearly 3 lbs over the 
former record for this class. 

A great deal of interest attaches to 
the making of this remarkable record 
because of the additional information 
it gives us regarding the remarkable 
qualities of the Holstein-Friesian cow 
at maturity. Dr. Whitney owns a 
daughter of Fluella Mechthilde 1 year 
of age and also her recently dropped 
bull calf. A photograph of the new 
champion appears on the front cover 
of this week’s World. 
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More About Pasteurization 


Elsewhere in this issue of the World we print a 
rather remarkable letter from W. E. Dana of Avon, presi- 
dent of the New York State Dairymen’s Association. In 
this letter Mr. Dana dissents from the proposal to put 
into the statutes of New York State a law making oblig- 
atory the pasteurization of the bi-products of factories. 
This is the proposed change in the agricultural law, for 
which a number of very prominent scientific authorities, 
breeders, dairymen and men prominent in all-lines allied 
with dairying and the breeding of live stock have been 
working for some time now. The World has had occasion 
in presenting arguments in favor of the passage of this 
law to quote quite extensively these opinions. Mr. Dana’s 
is the first and only one worthy of mention, adverse to the 
apparent trend of public opinion and he even admits the 
value of the proposed law as well as its necessity, in pre- 
venting the spread of animal diseases. 

Apparently the only serious objection Mr. Dana raises 
to the proposed law is the question as to its enforcement. 
He states that “only rigid inspection and the exercise of 
the police powers of the State, or strong public opinion 
will secure the observance of any law.” He adds to this 
that many cheese factories, creameries and skimming 
stations are already pasteurizing their bi-products before 
returning them to their patrons. Mr. Dana fears only 
nominal compliance with the law stating that strict en- 
forcement with the present limited force in the State 
Department of Agriculture is impossible. - 

We understand that the proposed law provides for the 
enforcement of its provisions by establishing proper police 
regulations, dividing the state into districts and provid- 
ing for an appropriation large enough to maintain a suf- 
ficiently strong and well equipped force to see to it that 
the law is carried out. History has shown us that in this 
state at least, the agricultural laws have been fairly 
well observed and their enforcement in fact looked after 
most rigidly. The law, if passed cannot go into effect for 
some time at least, by which time proper provision will 
doubtless be made for its enforcement. Delay in passing 
this law, due to fear that it will not be enforced, will 
simply put back still another year what should have been 
started years ago, and render still more widespread the 
damage now being done through lack of proper meas- 
ures to prevent the spreading of these diseases. If, 
as Mr. Dana says, and we agree with him in it, many 
cheese factories are already doing this of their own accord, 
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the cost of enforcing the law has therefore been consider. 
ably cut down through the fact that a part of those affect. 
ed are complying with it, even before it is written into 
the statutes. 


Mr. Dana states that the dairymen at Rochester ree. 
ognized the desirability of the legislation and strongly 
urged a campaign of education to the end that patrons 
should demand pasteurization. From information we have 
regarding the Rochester meeting, the resolutions commit- 
tee allowed itself to be swayed by Mr. Giles, Secretary of 
the State Grange, in the making up of this resolution 
and permitted him to push through by a close vote, a 
substitute resolution for one first offered, which asked 
for the passage of the law. The cheese section passed a 
resolution asking for the law and stood by its colors, vot- 
ing against the substitute resolution when it came up on 
the day following. The Breeders Association in session 
at the same place at the same time did ask for its 
passage, but the Dairymen’s Association, through Mr. 
Giles’ influence passed the spineless substitute, but to the 
credit of the dairymen, be it said that the vote was very 
close. 


And where is the campaign of education? We re- 
peat our question asked Mr. Giles and Mr. Vary on Feb- 
ruary 12th—Why is the State Grange doing absolutely 
nothing toward a campaign of education? Is it because 
its officers believe that this law should not be passed 
because it might affect interests close to the pocket-books 
of a few share-holders in a few co-operative creameries? 
And this in the face of the fact that animal diseases are 
making such inroads into the dairy interests of New 
York giate. 


Mr. Dana states that the editorial referred to “impugns 
by innuedo,” the motives of Messrs. Giles and Vaary. We 
have tried to make ourselves clear, in that we thought 
that these gentlemen are opposed to the proposed law, 
for motives other than those they state publicly. Frank- 
ly, what these motives are, we do not know as yet. 
They say they are for pasteurization and yet they do 
nothing to promote its adoption, either by compulsion or 
education. If compulsion is distasteful to them, why don’t 
they try educational measures? The plain fact is that 
they say they are for this legislation to lull into slumber 
once more the friends of the measure, whom they have 
out maneuvered in this way before. Why they are not out 
educating the people as to pasteurization benefits, we 
cannot say. 

The State Grange and the subordinate granges that 
have passed resoiutions against the passage of legislation 
of the nature under discussion have done so either at the 
behest of Messrs. Giles and Vary or of some of their hench- 
men. It is sad to see them obliged to carry out the wishes 
of these bodies so much against their wills, but we pre- 
sume it is the penalty they pay for their position. 


The World urges further pressure upon the legislature 
along the lines that have been established by friends of 
the measure. We do not believe that its enemies will 
be able to stop public opinion this time. The time is 
ripe for the passage of the law making pasteurization oblig- 
atory and like every agricultural law written into the 
statutes of New York State, when it. is passed it will be 
enforced. We do not for one moment, doubt, the ability 
of the Department of Agriculture to enforce the law when 
it is passed, and to argue against its passage on the 
grounds that it cannot be enforced, is unjust. Such an 
argument has no basis of fact.

Prof. Savage lays the foundation for his series in this 
article and it should be read by every dairyman and breed- 
er. The article will bring up a number of questions of 
interest to readers, for replying to which, the World has 
arranged with Prof. Savage.

Resolution For Dr. Favill 


The following resolution was adopted by the Board of 
Directors of the National Dairy Council held at a special 
memorial meeting in honor of their late president, Dr. 
Henry Baird Favill: 

’ “The death of Dr. Henry Baird Favill deprives the 
National Dairy Council of its President and leader. This 
untoward loss may be measured in its fullness only as 
time lapses. As great emergencies have never failed to 
develop efficient leaders, so this present time of stress in 
the dairy industry brought commandingly to the front a 
personality of eminent fitness and outstanding strength and 
gave to the dairy industry a leader of national reputation 
whose education, long successful professional career and 
inherent love of farm life and dairy cattle qualified him 
rarely for the direction of the vastly important tasks 
which the National Dairy Council has set for itself in 
behalf of the dairy industry. 

“Eminent in medical circles of the Nation, a leader in 
the higher civic life of Chicago, as his successful profes- 
sional career gave him larger opportunity for escape from 
its exactions, his instincts inclined him strongly to the 
dairy farm and he experienced profound satisfaction in 
fitting and stocking such a farm in Wisconsin. As the 
demand from breeders’ organizations and the commercial 
interests grew upon him, he gave liberally of his time 
and unquestioned mentality to their service. Much of the 
far-reaching work planned for the National Dairy Council 
reflects his foresight, his keen analysis of present condi- 
tions and his unerring deductions as to remedial meas- 
ures. Of no man can it be more truthfully averred that 
he heard the call of civic and industrial life and was obedi- 
ent thereto. 

“Facing the serious loss suffered in the deprivation of 
President Favill’s direction, the National Dairy Council 
thus endeavors to give public expression to its apprecia- 
tion of his devoted and effective leadership, of the uni- 
versal confidence reposed in his ability, his sincerity and 
his utter disinterestedness, and laments keenly the loss of 
his services to the dairy world.

The 80 per 
cent basis seems to me to be a waste of space and 
could be dropped without detracting from the value 
of the Blue Book. 

This question is open for discussion by readers of the 
World. It is one upon which differences of opinion may 
exist and a good one to which to give earnest thought 
and attention, Let us hear from you on it.

Field Notes 


Among the buyers at the recent Liverpool sale of the 
Holstein Sales Company was H. V. Bridgford of California 
who came East for additions to his herd of thirty-five 
head of pure breds located on a ranch near San Francisco, 
Mr. Bridgford was a buyer of the better class of animals 
offered at the sale and looked around a bit in New York 
herds as well as attending the sale. He purchased Paul- 
ine Soldene DeKol 2d a thirty-pound three year old record 
cow for $1250 from the Davis and Adams consignment 
as well as other good ones. 

Mr. Bridgford reported recently the following tests 
on his California herd: 

Heifers with first calf—Upland Zeffie Wayne, butter 
in 7 days 17.599 pounds from 417 pounds milk. 

Adirondac Wietske Dairy Maid, butter in 7 days 20 
pounds from 487.7 pounds milk.

The Holstein-Friesian Breeders’ As- 
sociation of Chester Co., Pa., held an 
interesting meeting at the Swan Hotel, 
East Downingtown, Pa., Saturday, Feb- 
ruary 26th. Following the usual cus- 
tom of the club a business meeting 
was held in the morning at which sev- 
eral matters of importance were acted 
upon. The question of adopting a suit- 
able handicap under which cows of 
different ages may compete for the 
Association’s Cup for the best seven 
day milk yield offered a knotty prob- 
lem which seems to defy satisfactory 
solution. The following plan was 
adopted: To fix as a standard the 
amount of milk testing 3.5% necessary 
to produce the fat requirement for any 
given age and to credit each cow with 
the excess production above this stand- 
ard. The feeling was expressed, how- 
ever, that the awarding of prizes for 
milk alone presented too many diffi- 
culties to warrant its continuance after 
this year and it was also suggested 
that cows testing under 3% or above 
5% should be debarred from competi- 
tion for the Butter Cup. 

A motion authorizing the appoint- 
ment of a legislative committee to 
keep thé association informed of the 
progress of legislation affecting the 
dairy interests and to work for the 
adoption of desirable measures was 
passed unanimously.

Showing New England How 


Agricultural College Station Inquiry Demonstrates Herd of Pure Breds In Dairy Fields 


The results of an inquiry at the 
Massachusetts Agricultural College, 
recently completed, furnish one of the 
strongest arguments possible for the 
need of a better knowledge of dairy 
methods in New England. 

Prof. J. B. Lindsey finds that the 
cost of rearing a calf of the dairy 
breeds to two years old is $74.24, and 
adds: “Ail things considered, the writ- 
er is of the opinion that $75 to $85 rep- 
resents the cost.” While New England 
has a great many two-year-old heifers 
that are worth hundreds, and some 
thousands of dollars, the average New 
England farmer would expect to and 
does buy and sell the average cow for 
less than $75. 

A summary of Prof. Lindsey’s ex- 
periments prepared in the offices of 
the Eastern States Exposition calls 
attention to the coming of the National 
Dairy Show to New England in- Oc- 
tober, and suggests that if farmers of 
the east are to make their dairy busi- 
ness prosperous they must replace 
their $40 cows, raised to the milking 
age at a cost of $75, with pure bred 


animals, worth at two years from $100 
to $300. 

Prof. Lindsey’s inquiry was based on 
the rearing of 20 heifers and covered 
a period of years, a few calves each 
year. They were a typical New Eng- 
land dairy herd. Food costs were 
based on these figures: hay, $10; sil- 
age, $4.50; green feed, $3.50, and grain 
mixtures, $32 a ton. Whole milk was 
figured at 5 cents a quart, skim milk 
.65 cent and. calf meal at 3.3 cents a 
pound. Pasturage was charged: at 25 
cents a week the first. summer, 50 
cents the second. This brought the 
total food item to $57.73. 

Other costs were made up of labor, 
interest on value of the heifer, interest 
on buildings and equipment, bedding 
and general expense, amounting to 
$20.51. The initial value of the heifer 
was put at $4, and the manure valued 
at $8. Prof. Lindsey quotes from 
similar experiments conducted in New 
Hampshire, Connecticut and Wiscon- 
sin, to show that his figures were 
based on recognized items of cost. 

An interesting phase of the -experi- 
ment was that showing the percent- 


age of wasted effort in raising 20 
calves to milking age. Six of those 
used in this inquiry were discarded 
soon after reaching two years of age, 
two proved to be poor producers, two 
failed to breed, one developed tuber- 
culosis, and the sixth met with an 
accident. Prof. Lindsey thinks this 
percentage, 30, of discards higher 


than would be the rule, but calls at- 


tention to the fact that despite the 
exercise of the best judgment and 
care, there is always considerable 
such loss in the rearing of calves. 

One of-Prof. Lindsey’s conclusions, 
which is in exact accord with one of 
the ideals of the Eastern States Ex- 
position, is that this data “makes it 
very clear that too much care cannot 
be used in the selecting of heifer 
calves for dairy cows.” Their parents 
should be animals of known reputa- 
tion. “Heifers of unknown ancestry 
are not worth the raising.” 

The latest census of the United 
States Department of Agriculture of 
farm animals shows that there are in 
the United States 22,000,000 cows and 
that their average value is $53.90. 
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Good Farming in the Otselic Valley

50 or 60 miles of the Otselic val- 

ley, and yet hardly knew there was 
such a place on the map of New York 
state, and I presume nearly all of my 
readers do not know any more about 
it, yet this valley is one of the fore- 
most dairy farming sections in cen- 
tral New York. In few other sections 
of its size in the country are farmers 
more progressive and keep more pure 
bred cattle, or farm better. As a 
noted breeder of Holstein cattle re- 
cently told a man “If you want to see 
the most good cattle in one locality 
go to the Otselic Valley.” Doubtless 
I have now awakened the interest of 
my readers so they will want to know 
just where to find the valley which 
has such a good agricultural reputa- 
tion. 

The Otselic stream, we may call ita 
river if we wish, rises on the water- 
shed between the system of streams, 
that one flows southeasterly toward 
the Chenango river, and the other 
northwesterly toward the city of Syra- 
cuse near Onondaga lake. The 
source of the Otselic' river is in the 
vicinity of Cazenovia, a village per- 
haps 15 miles east of Syracuse. The 
Otselic flows southeasterly through 
Madison, Chenango, Cortland and 
Broome counties, and unites with the 
Ticonderoga stream near Whitney’s 
Point, and both empty into the Che- 
nango river at Chenango Forks some 
distance from the city of Binghamton. 
I estimate that the length of this val- 
ley suitable for agricultural purposes 
is 40 or 50. miles. There are 
several villages along the _ stream, 
some of the more important of which 
are Otselic, Otselic Center, South Ot- 
selic, Pitcher, and Georgetown on the 
north end where the only railroad sta- 
tion is located. Here the Chenango

Valley railroad between Syracuse and 
Earlville crosses the Otselic valley. 
As far as I traveled in the valley 
there was state macadamized road 
and with the autos passing over it so 
frequently and with such speed that 


land can still be purchased for around 
$50 per acre. 

It was my privilege to ride through 
part of this valley in an auto with a 
companion who knew the farmers 
well. I said to him: “I would like to

visit one of the representative farm- 
ers here and see some of the noted 
Holsteins and good dairy farming.” 
“All right,” he replied, “We will stop 
at Mr. Brown’s. He has a typical herd 
and farm buildings, and I think will 
have a little story to tell about re- 
placing scrubs with pure bred Hol- 
steins and putting his business on a 
paying basis.” As we stopped at Mr. 
Brown’s I noticed that his buildings 
were like many others we had passed 
—a fine residence, and a modern up- 
to-date sanitary barn, and near by was 
a field of alfalfa. 

We were courteously received by 
Mr. Brown and seated in his comfort- 
able sitting room, we. talked about 
dairy farming with pure bred cows, 
and perhaps I can give my readers the 
facts about it in this instance no bet- 
ter than in Mr. Brown’s replies to 
some of my questions. “How many 
head of cattle have you, and on how 
much land are they kept,” I asked. 

“Twenty-four milch cows is the 
usual number, and 15 or 20 head of 
young cattle, all pure bred Holsteins. 
I have 175 acres of land of which 
about 150 is cleared.” “What are your 
main crops?” “Ensilage corn, clover 
and alfalfa” “How are you succeed- 
ing with alfalfa?” “IT have a good 
seeding this year, but it does not al- 
ways go through the winter well. It 
grows well here if I can once get it 
established in the soil.” “I have had 
quite a long experience with alfalfa 
on the flats in Delaware county, N. 
Y.,” I said, “and never fail now when 
following out a program suited to the

nature of the plant which is an early 
spring seeding with a barley nurse 


crop, in soil that has been limed and 
inoculated, and better yet. if the land 
has been cleaned of weeds the pre- 
vious year by perfectly clean culti- 
vation of the corn crop, and _ this 
brings up another question “What va- 
rieties of ensilage corn do you 
grow?” “I grow less of the dent 
corns now for I want to mature ears 
to the glazing stage. I try to plant 
the largest variety of flint corn, and 
what seems to be very desirable is a 
kind that is a cross between the dent 
and flint. I get with it a larger growth 
of stalks and generally mature ears.” 
“IT suppose you practice the usual ro- 
tation most common in the dairy sec- 
tions of corn, followed by grain and 
grass seeding of clover and timothy 
where you do not sow alfalfa?” “Yes, 
I get mostly clover for two years and 
plow as soon afterward as I can get 
around for corn again.” 

“How many years ago,” I next asked 
“did you begin to breed pure bred cat- 
tle, and what were the reasons?” “I 
started with them 13 years ago, be- 
cause farming did not pay a living 
profit with grades and scrubs, and I 
had to make a change, so I ventured 
to invest money in a pure bred bull 
calf and one heifer and waited until I 
could breed from them. I have now 
24 pure bred cows beside the young 
cattle.” “Doubtless you have a con- 
siderable larger labor income than 
when you kept grades?” “My accounts 
are the best evidence. The receipts 
for milk last year were more than 
$100 per cow probably one-third more 
than with grades, and in an average 
year now I sell $3000 worth of cattle 
and keep thé herd good.” “What 
other products of your farm do you 
sell?” “We have 400 hens which it is 
safe to say pays a profit of $1.00 each. 
I sell a few hundred dollars worth of 
timothy hay and potatoes, and then 
the fuel from the timber lot can be 


credited to the farm.” “Can you give 
me the main items in your expense 
account?” “The grain bill is not far 
from $25 per cow, for hired help, cash 
paid, $400, probably $150 for incident- 
al expenses, taxes and insurance $200, 
and interest on an investment of $10,- 
000.” With the preceding data read- 
ers can figure so as to get an idéa as 
to the possible labor income that can 
be made with farming with pure bred 
cattle in the Otselic valley. 

I learned from Mr. Brown and other 
farmers there the value of local co- 
operation in solving breeding and 
marketing problems. The breeders in 








the valley are members of the Che. 
nango-Madison Co’s Holstein Cattle 
Club. This club has been a help to 
breeding fine cattle because expens- 
ive pedigree sires could be owned 
jointly. The best service of the club 
has been in selling cattle. A stock 


company has been recently organized 
from the members of the Club, that is 
known as the Sales Company; $7000 
worth of stock has been taken at $25 
shares. The company now own a 
building which cost $6000, that will be 
fitted up for a Sales pavilion, stalls, 
offices, ete. Prices received at their 
public sales have been quite satisfac- 
tory. ; 

Walking around the place with Mr. 
Brown I noticed that his cows are well 
housed, well fed, and seem to have 
opportunity to do their best in milk 
production. The barn is clean, com- 
fortable and sanitary. Judging by the 
heavy sod on the meadows they are 
fertile and produce large crops. My 
purpose is to describe Mr. Brown’s 
farm, as a type of many farms I saw, 
and the conditions: on them are so 
similar that one is representative of 
them all, and also to show progress in 
the Otselic valley, which now I hope 
my readers will know better geo- 
graphically and agriculturally.

Saving money is not always true 
economy, but getting full value for 
our money is economy. When we buy 
cheap seed we may save a few. cents 
on the initial transaction, but we will 
not likely get full value for the money 
spent, as cheap seed often means seed 


clover, Red clover often winter-kills 
badly. This may be the result of un- 
satisfactory drainage or it may be 
traced to causes determined by the 
condition of the soil, but often the 
seed is the cause. 

Ensilage Corn.—For ensilage, grow

which will not produce crops of best 
quality and desired tonnage. Further, 
cheap seed will probably include many 
weed seeds. The extra labor required 
to keep the weeds down and the re- 
duced value of the crop owing to the 
presence of weeds make “cheap” seed 
dear at any price. 

Buy seed early, but before buying 
obtain a sample of the variety offered 
to you, have it tested for purity and 
vitality, and thus inform yourself as 
to its real value. 

Alfalfa.—Successful alfalfa growing 
depends to a very great extent on the 
quality of the seed. Satisfy yourself 
that the variety is sufficiently hardy 
to come through the winter and sprinz 
without being partly or wholly killed. 
Alfalfa seed of good quality raised in 
your own district is more reliable than 
any other alfalfa seed, whatever the 
variety. 

Red Clover.—These remarks con- 
cerning alfalfa apply equally to red 


the varieties of Indian corn which in 
your locality reach the “glazed” stage. 
Corn in the “milk” or “dough” stage 
gives a sour and watery ensilage of 
low feeding compared with ensilage 
from corn harvested when the kern- 
nels have reached the “glazed” stage. 

Seed Grain.—Early attention should 
be given to the seed grain which is to 
be sown next spring. If no special 
fields for seed purposes were grown 
last summer, next season’s require- 
ments may be met by very careful 
recleaning of the main crop harvested 
last autumn. One can never afford 
to sow weed seeds, and one can seldom 
afford to sow grain more or less mixed 
with other types. The fanning mill 
should furnish plump seed free from 
weeds. If other grains are present, 
such as oats in wheat, or barley in 
oats, it will be necessary, and quite 
worth while, to hand-pick two or three 
bushels during the winter so as to 
have a field of an acre or two to fur-

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nish pure seed for the following year. 
Hand picking may appear too labor- 
ious to any one who has not tried it, 
but by devoting to it an hour or two 
at a time a great deal can be accomp- 
lished in the course of a few weeks 
and without undue strain on the eyes. 

Change of Seed.—The best advice 
in regard to change of seed is 
this: Change only when you are 
sure you are getting something su- 
perior to your old stock. The new 
grain should be true to variety and 
free from weed seeds. A very great 
danger in obtaining. seed from a long 
distance is that it may contain new 
and dangerous weeds. 

Purchase of Seed—If new seed 
is to be purchased, enquiries 
should be made early in the winter 
from those who have grain for sale. 
No large purchase of seed should be 
decided upon without first seeing a 
sample and obtaining a statement as 
to its germination, and as. to the 
quantity of other .grains present.— 
From the Tompkins Co Farm. Bur- 
eau News.

Remove the cause by change of 
feed. For treatment give half pound 
epsom salts, two drams of aloes, half 
ounce ginger in quart of warm water 
for two days. Follow this by giving 
once a day, as long as the case’ may 
require. Bi-carbonate of sodium, two 
ounces, tincture of opium, half ounce, 
the same of ginger and gentian with 
two drams of bromide potassium in 
a pint of warm water. 


We have a heavy producing cow that 
at last calving suffered an attack of 
milk fever. She was given prompt at- 
tention and now appears to be none the 
worse for it. At next freshening will 
she be more susceptible to milk fever 
than before having it? Are there any 
preventative measures that can be tak- 
en in cases where milk fever may be 
expected?

As yours is a heavy producing cow, 
milk fever may again occur. Preventa- 
tive measures and precautions of all 
kinds often fail. My choice as a pre- 
ventative would be the administration 
of a mild cathartic given before calv- 
ing—half pound of epsom salts, two 
drams of gamboge, half ounce saltpe- 
ter in a quart of warm water might 
act well and should be given every 
other day until four doses have been 
taken, but do not let your. sus- 
picions slumber, have the milk fever 
outfit ready. 





FIELD PEAS IN THE FAR WEST 
The field pea is without doubt one 
of the best substitutes for summer 
fallow in the Palouse country. It is 
the best annual crop for enriching 
the soil. It makes excellent hay} it is 
good for hogging off, and it makes a 
good cash crop if grown for seed. 

Field peas might well occupy a 
larger place in the croping systems 
of Washington than they do at pres- 
ent. Besides being a valuable crop 
for feed or seed it adds nitrogen to the 
soil and leaves the ground in excellent 
condition for fall grain. 

Where peas are grown on land for 
the first time the seed or soil should 
be inoculated. The easiest way to do 
this is to get a pure culture of the 
nodule bacteria in liquid form and pour 
it over the seed and mix it in thorough- 
ly just before planting. This culture 
may be obtained from the Experiment 
Station at a cost not to exceed twenty- 
five cents per acre. The inoculation 
can also be accomplished by means 


‘of soil from a garden in which peas 


have been grown. 

Field peas should not be grown con- 
tinuously on the same field on account 
of the pea weevil. In case the seed 
contains “buggy” peas, they should 


be treated with carbon disulfid in an 
air tight container for 48 hours before 





planting. Carbon disulfid may be ob- 
tained at any drug store at 25 to 35 
cents per pound. One pound is enough 
to treat a space ten feet square and 
five feet high, if there are no cracks 
for the gas to leak out. 

The Bangalia field pea has given 
the largest average yield of seed of 
any variety in.the experimental tests 
according to E. F. Gaines of the State 
Experiment Station, at Pullman. Dur. 
ing the past three years it averaged 
three bushels more per acre than the 
Amaroti and eight bushels more than 
the Kaiser. The Panzalia variety ma- 
tures earlier than any of the others 
and breaks less in threshing on ac- 
count of having smaller seed than the 
others. It produces less forage than 
some of the later maturing varieties 
like Golden Vine, Prussian Blue, 
Mackay or Kaiser.—State Agricultural 
Experiment Station Bulletin, Wash- 
ington.

Weighing and 
Testing Milk 





Reasons for Weighing and Testing 
the Milk of Individual Cows 


I will try to give a few reasons why 
the milk from individual cows shouid 
be weighed at each milking. Also 
some of the beneiits to father and 
myself from doing the same: 

For three years the milk was 
weighed one day in a week; using 
these figures for an average we ob- 
tained approximately the amount of 
milk each cow produced in a year. 
It proved to us that there were a few 
cows in the herd which were better 
than the others. Secondly, I believe it 
is the only way by which it is possible 
to find which cow will produce the 
greater quantity of milk within a year. 
‘the best cow is usually the one which 
gives the nearest even quantity during 
the year. 

Since January 1910 we have been 
weighing the milk from each cow 
every day and testing the milk from 
each cow once a month with the Bab- 
cock Test. There are some advan- 
tages in weighing the milk each day: 
First, the decrease in the quantity of 
milk will be noticed more quickly by 
the use of the scales than it would be 
by the eye. You will begin to give 
some additional feed, thereby helping 
to keep up the quantity of milk the 
cow pioduces. Second, it shows that 
all cows do not need the same amount 
of grain. Third, interest in our cows 
increases and we give them better 
care in other ways. 

As we are making butter, my .opin- 
ion is that the use of the Babcock 
tester is necessary in this line of 
work. We have found one cow in the 
herd much better than the others for 
the production of butter-fat and but- 
ter. Also that her daughters are bet- 
ter than the daughters of the other 
COWS.
